Terrific Explosion of Fire Damp 
In French Mine. 


Lens, F rance, Sept. 4.— Thirty -seven 
co al m iners are believed to have been 
killed by an ex plo sio n o f fire dam p in 
th e Clar« *n< e co al mine near Uruay , in 
th e de p a rtm e n t o f No rd.

Five Companies of State Troops, W ith 


Rifles Loaded to Kill, Are Stationed 


Inside and Outside the Grim W alls. 


Prisoners Batter Down Doors and 


Serious Riot Rages for Over an Hour. 


Jackson, Mich., Sept. 4.— Five com­ 
panies of Michigan national guards­ 
men 
with 
rifles 
loaded 
to kill are 
camped within and outside the walls 
of the state penitentiary. 
The con­ 
victs, who the authorities allege w ere 


responsible for the outbreak— probably 
the worst in the history of the insti­ 
tution— are locked up in the heart of 
the 
prison, 
many 
of 
them 
being 
chained to their cells. 
Eve ry convict is in custody. 
None 
was 
seriously injured, according to 
the 
statement 
of 
W arden 
Nathan 
Simpson. 
He admitted that during 
the riot one convict, a trusty, was 
wounded in the arm as the result of 
a misunderstanding, 
but denied 
re­ 
ports that 
two men 
were seriously 
shot and that three had escaped. 
Fifty men lodged in the prison bull 
pen have been held responsible for the 
i riot, w hich raged over an hour. 
W a r­ 
den Simpson declared after the trou­ 
ble that he, in common 
with other 
prison 
officials, 
considered 
the 
pen 


I impregnable, but it failed when pitted 
against the skill, the ingenuity and 
recklessness of convicted safe blow­ 
ers. 
The building in which the so cslled 
i desperate characters were quartered 
is composed of twaive sections and at­ 
tached to the call house. Some one in 
the cell nearest the prison stone house 
succeeded in forcing the doors shortly 
after the regular hourly inspection. 


Convicts Batter Down Doors. 


In a few moments a number of the 
convicts unobserved entered the stone 
bouse 
and 
secured 
mallets 
and 
sledges. 
The other doors of the bull 
pen were quickly battered in. 
Yelling like mad men the m ajority 
of the convicts streamed into the pris­ 
on kitchen and began smashing prop­ 
erty. Others remained in the yard do­ 
ing 
little 
else 
than 
making a tre­ 
mendous racket. 
The convicts were so successful in 
their early movements that the riot 
was in full progress when W arden 
Simpson was notified. 
He immedi­ 
ately asked the m ilitia companies iu 
Jackson to hurry to the prison, at the 
same time ordering his guards and 
special deputies to bold the rioters at 
bay. 
There was no checking the prison­ 
ers. however, until the soldiers ar­ 
rived and then the demonstration end- 
•d almost as suddenly as it began. 
Several of the convicts told the war­ 
den they would go back peaceably. 
The men considered most liable to at­ 
tempt further trouble were handcuffed 
to their cells and the others were

County Commissioners and Superin­ 
tendent Wheeler File Affidavits 
Before Judge McClenahan

T his m orning Judge 
W. S. Mc- 
C’lenahan heard in chambers the poor 
farm m atter entitled R. N. Potter, it. 
LaFlamme and George Eschenbacher 
vs the county commissioners and Carl 
E. Wheeler. 
Statements of their position were 
made by both 
sides. 
The 
county 
commissioners, Supt. Carl E. Wheel­ 
e r and others tiled oftidavits in reply 
to the complaint. 
Attorney c. A. Russell, represent­ 
ing the Long Lak e farmers who sta r­ 
ted the agitation, ask ed for time to 
hie counter affidavits. 
He was given 
until Saturday to do so. 
In his affidavit Carl E. Wheeler, 
superintendent of the poor farm, as 
serted that he has faithfully k ept 
and performed all the conditions of 
tht- poor farm lease, t ha t lie lias ta k ­ 
en good care of the poor farm and 
tiie poor inmates and the horses, 
tools and property of all k inds on the 
poor farm, and that lie lias yielded 
to the county its full share of all 
the produce and products belonging 
to the county under tin* lease In ques­ 
tion; that ex cept as was k nown to 
tiie county commissioners or some of 
them, lie has not used any of the im­ 
plements. machinery or tools off said 
poor farm nor has lie ever used H e 
poor farm teams ex cept as herein­ 
af te r mentioned off said poor farm. 
He denies conducting 
the 
poor 
iarru 
negligently or carelessly, or 
luiat lie has ever ill-treated the poor 
on the farm. 
He has always fur- 


71 islied good and wholesome food, lie 
claims. 
On one occasion, with the k nowl­ 
edge of the county commissioners or 
part of them, he used a mower

own farm in lieu of the use of two 
teams 
011 tiie poor farm. 
He used a poor farm team 30 days 
on his own farm in lieu of the use of 
his own two teams on said poor farm. 
One of the two teams on the poor 
farm is old and worn out. 
To save
